One of only 300 copies printed. Having sold George W. Merritt's remarkably fine collection of large 
cents and half cents earlier in the year it is probably safe to assume that Frossard decided to capitalize 
on the research expended in its cataloguing by separately publishing this work. The first eight plates, 
in fact, depict Merritt’s collection, the final plate being devoted to colonials. These plates, according 
to the preface, were "issued before a single description was attempted,” leading one to believe that 
they may have been originally prepared to accompany the catalogue of the January 3rd, 1879 Merritt 
sale. All of the plates feature a copyright date of 1878. Manuscript ink die-marriage links and/or 
numerals in red or purple ink are present on all but one plate in this copy. That the die links are, when 
present, always hand drawn is another reason to believe that the work accompanying them was an 
afterthought. Dr. Sheldon thought highly of this work: "This was the first attempt at a comprehensive 
treatment of the whole series of large cents, and it stands today as one of the most readable 
contributions to the field. Frossard wrote English in a compact, precise style, and his descriptions of 
the general types of die used during the 64 years in which big cents were issued have never been 
surpassed. This book added nothing of a scientific or classificational nature. Frossard merely followed 
the early monographs of Maris and Crosby for the first two dates, and indicated the well-known varieties 
of the other dates only in the most general terms. But this book is worth owning for the descriptions 
of the 'seven general classes' of large cents." While Sheldon's overall appraisal may be generous, 
Frossard’s is the first work to cover the entire series of large cents and half cents and, as such, is 
deserving of landmark status. The ornate composition by T. R. Marvin, numismatic printer par 
excellence, and the handsome heliotype illustrations add to its desirability. Certainly, however many 
of the 300 copies originally issued are still extant, it is a scarce work and one which, in recent years, 
.seems to be underappreciated.

office.. .Which circulating notes were issued and put in circulation by said Bank, and the said State stocks 
were deposited in the office of the Treasurer of the State..." Dubois states that the amount of stocks as also 
of circulating notes" have been from time to time increased and diminished," and that there remain on deposit 
with the Treasurer one $1000 Illinois bond and thirty-one $500 bonds, while there "remains now outstanding 
in circulation and unredeemed" $15, 598 of the bank's currency. The "said Illinois River bank is now in 
liquidation.. .having failed to furnish additional security or to return its circulating notes in pursuance of a call 
made by the Bank Commissi oners..." The signer of this document, Jesse Kilgore Dubois (1811-1876) served 
in the Illinois legislature with Abraham Lincoln, who became his intimate friend and neighbor. At Lincoln's 
suggestion he ran for Auditor in 1856 and 1860, winning both times. Dubois’ sons perpetuated the famous 
prank of knocking off Mr. Lincoln’s stovepipe hat by stretching a string across the sidewalk.

The handwriting of William 
Ellery (1727-1820) the “Signer," and his son, William Ellery, Junior, both Customs Collectors at Newport. 
Rhode Island, is so similar that it is difficult for experts to distinguish between them. Presumably, the 
document listed here was accomplished by the son.

A fascinating collection. Perhaps the most interesting clipping is entitled "Sale of Curious Coins’ which states 
in part: “The private collection of United States cents belonging to Mr. Edw. W. Cogan...was disposed of a 
few evenings since among his private friends and coin collectors generally. ..Many.. .cents realized very good 
prices, making a total of $128.68 for 77 cents. Since the circulation of the new 'nickels’, coin collectors have 
been eagerly searching for rare coppers of the old kind... numismatics has become as much a 'rage' as opera¬ 
going, chess-playing, sailing on the Delaware, rowing on the Schuylkill, or exercising in the gymnasium; and 
the votaries of this fancy pursue it with a zeal and ardor worthy of the immortal Oldbuck." Other clippings 
concern Cogan's October 18,1860 sale, the 1859 Levick sale and the 1860 Bramhall sale. Another clipping 
concerns “A New Half Dollar" with "a medallion portrait of Washington...at the bottom the date, 1859. . ."
